Binding Rules Broken When Money 
Wall Accepted for Outside Work 
Says Love. 


Guthrie, Okla., July 27.—The dis­ 
missal of Secretary Chapman of the 
state

Chairman love I at** Saturday night 
and the voiced disapproval of his 
action by Commissioners Watson and 
McAlester, 
bids 
fair to create 
breach in (the hitherto amicable rela­ 
tions of the members of the body and 
create a political ihituation with many 
phases and much strenuousness. 
Mr. Chapman was summarily and 
indefinitely suspended Saturday by 
Chairman Love, following alleged dis­ 
closures tto Mr. Love of information 
enlarging Mr. Chapman with receiv­ 
ing money from railroads and others 
for documentary material relative to 
the fwork of the commission. J. L. 
Milch, of F\>nt Smith, attorney for the 
Iron Mountain railroad, was at the 
same time forcibly ejected from MT. 
Loves office 
while attempting to 
justify his road In .paying Mr. Chap­ 
man for copies of records, etc. 
Love's Statem ent 
Mr. Loves statement of the matter 
-is (brief, He says : 
The suspension of Secretary Chap­ 
man by the chairman was for violat­ 
ing one of 1 the rules of the commis­ 
sion by accepting money from out­ 
ride. 
Our rule as, itfiiat when the com­ 
mission employs help, that they gave 
all their time, energy and brains to 
the state, and when they fail to do 
this and accept money for work from 
other sources, they' rnusit quit/* 
Mr. Love further said in answer to 
a question: “Mr. Chapman received 
money for furnisiding copies of re­ 
cords which ibis dirties ah secretary 
required -that he send out anyhow.” 
Differences Spring ( p. 
There is a difference of opinion be 
tween Mr. Love and Mr. Watson, the 
second member of -the commission, as 
•to the matter. Commissioner Watson 
Insists that (Mr. Chapman bas been 
guilty of no wrong sufficient to oc­ 
casion bis discharge as secretary, and 
tftnait (he only furnished extra copies 
of records requested by the railroads 
and others concerned and for which 
they offered to pay him a reason alii e 
sum. 
These records, says Commissi oil or 
Watson, Mir. Chapman copied at home 
at night, talcing no time whatever 
from his official duties for the work. 
Mr. Chapman bas drawn a salary of 
$2,000 as secretary, and bas been with 
the commission ferace statehood.

McAlester Here. 
By appointment. J. J. McAlester, 
member of the state corporation com­ 
mission. met W. IL.

AV hat I did -was apter consultation 
and with the consent of Commissioner 
McAlester. believing I was doing no 
wrong and by so doing, did not in 
any way lessen my loyalty to trite 
commission or to the people of the 
state.
